New York Sentiment.

The letter of C. P. Huntington 
to the Sceretary of the New York 
Cham er of Commerce is a good 
thing in one way. It reveals ex- 
actly the spirit that rules New 
York finances. Huntington and 
the New York merchants desire to 
extend trade with China, and they 
care no more who would be burt 
by it than would so many blocd- 
hounds. If each mouth Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s ships brought 4,000 Chi- 
nese to San Francisco it would 
make just $200,000 difference in 
the income of himself and asso- 
ciates. For that he would be will- 
ing to see the coast inundated 
with Mongolians. And when he 
speaks about championing an op- 
pressed race, he simply means 
that there is not a race so oppressed 
en earth that he would not plead 
its cause—provided he could make 
it profitable. And he represents 
the character of millionaires that 
give tone and direction to New 
York business. Not that there are 
not many noble and generous men 
there, but they do not assert them- 
selves, and the other class gives the 
city its reputation. A New York 
banker said to the editor of the 
Salt Lake Tribune not long since, 
that there were more pronounced 


silver men right in New York" 


City thaa in the whole West, 
but ke added that the other side 
gave direction to the general sen- 
timent of the city. The rage there 
is to seem as English as possible, 
and it is English to deny silver 
just now. A\{ll the lesson there is 
to be learned from it is that there 
should be a closer walk’ among the 
men of the West, forthose people, 
like people in all great commercial 
centers, respect nothing so much 
as power and a disposition to use 
it aggressively if necessary. Aud 
they. can, when necessary, change 
their opinion in twenty-four 
hours, The New York bankers 
and three newspapers like the 
Tribune, Herald and Times could 
revolutionize the sentiment of that 
city in a single week. That would 
revolutionize the sentiment in the 
whole East, and Mr. Windom 
would have a change of heart on 
the subject before ten days. Just 
so soon as the sentiment of the 
West crystallizes and becomes 
really aggressive on the subject 
those people will begin to come 
over. 

On the Chinese question Mr. 
Huntington will make no progress. 
That matter has been discharged 
as cured. When he refers to those 
who favor Chinese restriction in 
the West as “sand-lotters” and 
“ demagogues,” he needlessly in- 
sults the men who, by the tribute 
paid his reads, have made him 80 
wealthy, that, through that wealth 
and the avarice engendered by it, 


he has lost many of the finer in- 
stincts that governed him when he 
was poor. 


On New Year’s Day a monster 
labor meeting is to be held in New 
York City to demand from the 
authorities accommodations for 
twenty thousand schoo] children 
who are crowded out of the 
schools for lack of sufficient room 
in school-houses. For shame, New 
York—want the World’s Fair, and 
cannot provide school-rooms for 
the young Knickerbocker! Here, 
says the Record-Union, is Chicago’s 
opportunity to grow sarcastic— 
indeed, the Garden City might 
easily and with charitable pro- 


priety, send on a few ready-made | 


school-houses to suffering New 
York, since they have a factory in 
the Illinois town for reafly-pre- 
pared houses packed for shipment.

A CONFUSION OF COLORS. 


Many Opinions as to the Colter of 
Eiffel Tower. 

The Color of the E ffel Tower, says 
the American Architect, bas been one 
of the puzzles of the Paris Exposition, 
n> two persons agreeing as to what 
the rea'c»vloris. Some people imagine 
that it has been plated with nickel or 


silver, while others call it red, and 
otbers, again, think it is of a besatiful 
bronze color, The fact is that it is 
painted in five shades of the same 
color, modulated with the skill that 
the French uften show in cases of the 
kind. From the base of the first plat- 
form the color isa dark “ Barbedienne’”’ 
bronze, verging a little to red; thence 
to the second platform the color is the 
same, but lighter; and from this point 
to the top the color grows constantly 
lighter, by five gradations, the top 
being almost a golden yellow, Three 
coats of paint are spread over the en- 
tire surface, and over all is a coat of 
very hard, transparent varnish, which, 
by reflecting the sun, adds to the diffi- 
culty of defining the color.
